rom the street, Claude Earl 


Jones’ San Antonio Heights 
home looks like the others on 


his block, which is just how he likes it. 


But behind the seemingly normal 
facade of his home, it rises to a single 
story 25 feet tall with a hanging room, 
sculpture furniture and a firepole. 

“?’m not an engineer, I’m nota 
construction manager,” the actor- 
director said. But nevertheless, he has 
managed to concoct an unusual house 
that works for he and his wife, Nancy. All 
but one of their five children have moved 
out. 

Jones, who did much of the design of 
his home, opted for the low-key 
approach from the front for two reasons. 
First, like many San Antonio Heights 
residents, he treasures his privacy. And 
secondly, in building his home to get the 
most strategic view of the mountains 
possible, he has tried hard not to 
obstruct the view of his neighbors. 

But to the back of the small house he 
bought 14 years ago, he has added a 
massive addition that rises to the legal 
limits of height. He had a little trouble at 
first convincing Upland builder George 
Hostetler of the feasibility of his wishes. 

“When | told George | wanted high 
ceilings, he said, ‘No problem — 12 feet.’ 
| said, ‘no, you don’t understand, | want 
25 feet,” Jones said, laughing. ee 


Jones got his 25 feet and more. 

The room is as broad as it is tall. With 
cedar walls, a white pine ceiling, 
Douglas fir beams and ash and oak 
cabinets and shelves, the room is a 
combination kitchen, dining room, living 
room and bar. 


“| wanted the communal spaces to be 
wide open and inviting,” he explained. 
“Where other people would put a wall, 
I'd put steps.” 


Indeed, the different “spaces” are on 
slightly different levels, separated by 
steps, but ‘‘flowing” into one another, 
much like the sets he has designed for 
his plays, he said. 

Jones is a veteran Hollywood actor 
who has appeared in numerous 
television shows and movies, as well as 
feature films. His varied career has also 
included Shakespearean theater — as 
both an actor and a director. It is the 
Shakespearean sets that inspired him to 
create the high-beamed, wide-open look. 


Other elements from the works of the 
bard weaved into Jones’ home include a 
freestanding stone fireplace inspired by 
a production of Macbeth and a huge 
wood and animal-fur chair and footstool 
originally made for Jones when he 
played the character of Falstaff in ‘‘The 
Merry Wives of Windsor.” 

Jones had the chair, which now 
assumes a.doringnt plage in the,tean,..

made from burlwood in Oregon 
especially for the production held at Cal 
State-Los Angeles. 


Other remnants from past productions 
let a visitor know the owner’s profession: 
a hitching post from the play “Inherit the 
Wind,” a clapboard from the movie ‘‘Dark 
Night of the Scarecrow,” framed pictures 
of himself in various productions and a 
plaque he made himself of his son, John 
Henry Jones, and his band, ‘‘The 
Unforgiven.” 


Stained glass windows in two of his 
doorways remind Jones of his 
beginnings. A migrant field worker 
graces a window on the doorway leading 
from the big room out to the back yard. 

“| was an Okie kid out of the dust bowl 
of Oklahoma and ‘The Grapes of Wrath’ 
is my life story for my first 11 years,” he 
said. 


Another window on the door leading 
from his front hallway to a courtyard 
depicts the comedy and tragedy masks, 
representing his roots in the stage. 

But Jones has not limited the design 
of his home to memories. Quite a bit of 
his furnishings look like they belong in 
the modern art section of a museum. 

“Almost all the the furniture in the 
house, where it was possible, is a piece 
of sculpture,”’ Jones said. 

By the fireplace are a coffee table and 
matching light fixture hanging from the 


ceiling, both designed by Claremont 
artist Michael Hill. They are are both 
inlaid with chunks of stained glass. 
When Jones flicks a light switch a gentle 
colored glow fills his living room space. 

A kitchen space adjacent to the living 
room sports a counter with barstools 
surrounding the cooking area. Jones, 
who describes himself as an amateur 
chef, prefers to have his company close 
by while he is cooking their meal. 

“When you have guests, usually you’re 
in the kitchen and they’re in the living 
room. Well, | didn’t like it that way,’’ he 
said, confiding ‘I stole the idea directly 
from places like Benihana.” 

Hanging from the ceiling in the middle 
of this monstrous room is his office. 

That's right — hanging. 

“| have an office in mid-air,” he 
explained, climbing up the wrought iron 
spiral staircase leading to his lofty 
perch, which comes complete with a 
computer. From the top he has a view of 
the rest of the room, as well as a view of 
the mountains from his window. 

“It’s removed enough from the house 
that | can do my work, yet | still have 
contact and control of it,” he said. Fora 
fast exit from his work, Jones had a 
firepole installed in the middle of the 
staircase. However, his high-school-aged 
son is the one who uses it now. 

“| used to before | got out of shape,”’ 
he said. 0

Eileen Burkan and Gwenyth 
Manifold have shared the good 
times and the bad for 20 years.

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Upland adult business ordinance read

Despite pleas from the public 
to further restrict X-rated 
entertainment in Upland, the City 
Council passed the first reading 
of its adult business ordinance 
last week. 

The new law would restrict 
adult businesses to highway and 
airport commercial zones and 
airport and light industrial zones. 
In addition, they must be 1,000 
feet away from homes, churches 
and schools. 

The city’s only X-rated 
business, T&A Video at 2121 W. 
Foothill Blvd, is located ina 
highway commercial zone. City 
Attorney Don Maroney 
determined that the store is 
1,000 feet away from all schools, 
as defined by the new ordinance. 

The store rents videotapes, 
sells magazines and other adult 
paraphernalia and has booths on 
the premises for viewing videos. 

Owner Waldon Randall Welty 





made a brief and first-time 
appearance before the council 
protesting the fact that he was 
not notified of the original 
hearing of the ordinance before 
the Planning Commission. He 
immediately left the building. 

A visibly miffed Mayor Richard 
Anderson made note of the 
owner’s exit for the record. 

City officials later said 
notification of Welty was not 
required by law. 

Several residents and 
employees of businesses near 
the video store showed up to 
object to the new ordinance. 
Protesters ranged from a pastor 
to a high school student 
attending the meeting fora 
class. 

Upset that it would not outlaw 
T&A Video, they asked that the 
law be narrowed to allow the 
businesses only in industrial 
zones. 

After the people spoke, 
Richard Fortyune — president of 
Citizens Against Pornography, a 





group formed specifically to 
fight T&A Video — asked the 
council to delay passing the law 
and to add an amendment 
further restricting the location of 
adult businesses. 

Fortyune is also executive 
director of the John Robert 
Powers Career College, a 
modeling and finishing schoo: in 
the upstairs suite of the building 
at 2133 W. Foothill Blvd, next 
door to the video store. 
Fortyune’s business rents the 
space from building owner Bob 
Hockett, a member of CAP who 
Owns a pool supply store on the 
floor below. 

Speakers also claimed that the 
presence of the store could hurt 
the school’s young patrons. 

“These children and 
adolescents were here before 
the pornographers,” said Marsha 
Marcotte, an employee of pool 
supply store. 

“This is one of the main 
entrances to Upland and you 
want people to see this? Who 
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knows what goes on in there? 
They go watch these little 
movies and they come out all 
excited. The children are prime 
targets,” she said. 

But Maroney said he made the 
law as narrow as could be 
allowed by state and federal 
court decisions. If he only 
included industrial zones, there 
might not be room enough for 
the adult businesses, which the 
city is required to permit. 

“It’s just one of those things. 
We know nobody wants it in 
their back yard,” Maroney 
acknowledged, adding later 
“Trying to put it in the bottom of 


a gravel pit is not what the 
courts will let us do.” 

Maroney also said that 
Fortyune’s modeling school 
could not be counted as a 
school under the ordinance 
because it isn’t a full curriculum 
school with a permanent 
location. 

“If you named every child- 
oriented business that has 
rented an upstairs room as a 
sensitive business you would 
not have any place to put the 
adult business,’’ Maroney said, 
adding that the courts would 
knock his law down.

College jobs policy 
ends 10-day notices

Chaffey College officials will 
now be able to look for job 
applicants without advertising 
available positions inside the 
college first. 

The controversial new 
“upward mobility” policy 
approved by the governing board 
last Thursday eliminates a 10- 
day internal notice period before 
jobs are advertised outside the 
college. 

The policy applies to positions 
not filled by unionized 
employees. 

Trustee William Bescoby 
voted against the policy, saying 
that the “tone” of the policy 
appears to oppose promotion 
from within the ranks of college 
employees. 

“That's what gives me the 
heartburn,” Bescoby said. 

Other trustees said they felt 
that promotion from within 
would continue, even with the 
new policy. 

“I've always been supportive 
of upward mobility from within,” 
said trustee Paul Treadway, ‘“‘and 
| would continue to support that, 
even with that policy.” 

“Basically, it enlarges the pool 
from which the selection could 
be made,”’ said trustee Robert 
Edmonson. 

Dixon Wolf, president of the 
Chaffey College chapter of the 
California School Employees 
Association (CSEA), said at the

last board meeting that the 
policy change could be 
interpretted as an insult to 
employees, but said nothing 
before the vote Thursday. 

On April 11, Wolf sent a letter 
objecting to the change to 
school policy-makers, stating 
the district would save money by 
leaving the policy intact, 
because for each in-house 
applicant, the $1,048 cost of 
advertising is greatly reduced. 

Wolf’s letter also claimed the 
existing policy has resulted in 
more than 60 positions being 
filled by in-house applicants, 
saving the district $62,880. 


Interim superintendent/ 
president Otto Roemmich 
defended the policy when it was 
introduced April 3, saying 
college employees “should not 
be afraid to compete with the 
outside world. 


“If the best person is in-house 
and is superior, they will get the 
job. If they compete favorably 
with the people outside, they will 
get the job,’”’ Roemmich said. ‘If 
not, someone outside will be 
selected.”

“Kids of this age accept 
discipline,” he added. “They 
need to know how far they can 
go and they need to have 
someone to say, ‘You've gone 
as far as you can go. Now stop 
there.’” 

The dress code is part of an 
overall philosophy of discipline 
that Nolan believes lets his 
students know he cares. He 
said it is the ‘‘bad ones” who 
come back to see him years 
later. 

“They say, ‘You know, you 
really cared,’ he said, adding 
with a laugh that they also say, 
“We'll never forget you 
because you were one mean 


dude.” 

Some of the pet peeves of the 
“mean dude”’ are dyed hair, 
punk haircuts and heavy metal 
paraphernalia. On a shelf 
behind his desk, Nolan keeps 
seven earrings he has 
confiscated from boys, four 
spiked wrist bands — or “dog 
collars” as he calls them — and 
an Oriental throwing star, a 
martial arts weapon that he is 
safekeeping until the school 
year’s end.

After close to six months of 
negotiation, Upland police have 
signed contract agreements. 

Negotiations between the city 
and the police were plagued with 
complications since they began 
last November. City Personnel 
Director Mary Ann Reiss said the 
terms were worked out more 
than a month ago, but language 
problems stalled the signing of 
the agreement. 

The department's 52 police 
officers received a 4 percent 
raise. They will get back pay for 
the increase until Jan. 1, 1986. In 
addition, they will receive 
another 4 percent increase Aug. 
1. 

Officers will receive $35 a 
month beginning Aug. 1 for 
completion of a fluency exam 
proving they are bilingual. 

The five sergeants and four 


lieutenants that make up the 
management association 
received a 3 percent increase in 
pay, effective last January. They 
will get a second raise of 5 
percent Aug. 1. 

The agreement also changes 
the way the members of the 
management association are 
paid for off-duty training. Instead 
of being paid 5 percent of their 
monthly salary for the extra 
hours put in, they will be paid 
overtime, which is time and a 
half, Reiss said. 

She said that sergeants and 
lieutenants only spend about 
two hours a month in off-duty 
training. The police officers 
association had their pay 
converted the same way last 
year, she said. 


The three police captains 
made verbal agreements with the 
city earlier this year, Reiss 
added.

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ALHS students come 
to defense of teacher

Alta Loma High School 
students rallied around Spanish 
teacher Juan A. Vasquez, who 
was arrested two weeks ago for 
investigation of sexual assualt. 

The walls of school buildings 
on the Base Line Road campus, 
and even the so-called senior 
rock were adorned last week 
with posters and painted 


slogans reading, “innocent until 


proven guilty” and “we want 
you back by popular demand.” 

Candy Trourville, an 18-year- 
old senior, called the charges 
against Vasquez ‘‘a bunch of 
garbage.” 

Vasquez allegedly fondled 
and kissed a female student 
after forcing her to remain after 
school one day two years ago. 
The girl who made the charges 
is no longer a student at the 
high school. 

Vasquez’s arrest a week ago 
Friday sent a wave of anger and 
fear around the school that 


Long-delayed Chaffey College 


could change the way adults 
there approach students, said 
one man. 

“Everybody that works here 
is vulnerable to something like 
this,” said Gene Martinez, a 
groundskeeper at the school for 
the past 12 years, and a friend 
of Vasquez’s. 

“‘He’ll probably change his 
attitude toward the kids 
because of what someone 
might say about him,” Martinez 
said. 

Vasquez remains free on bail, 
and is on a leave of absence 
from the school. No formal 
charges have been filed against 
him. 

Students described Vasquez 
as a father figure who took the 
time to listen to people’s 
problems. 

They also said he frequently 
expresses his affection for 
students with pats on the back 
and hugs. 

“He’s just really loving,” said 
Eric Noreen, 15. ‘It’s not like 


he’s touching you in places he 
shouldn’t.”’ 

“Now it’s like someone 
turned around and stabbed him 
in the back,” said Jennifer 
Funtas, 16. 

The main reaction on campus 
seemed to be one of disbelief. 

“1 don’t think it’s true, 
because he’s too nice of a 
person,” said Greg Rowney, 16. 
“He’s got a family.” 

Beth Hendricks, 17, who isa 
member of the girls’ softball 
team that Vasquez coaches, 
said he wrote a note to the team 
before an important game last 
Tuesday, saying he was.sorry 
he couldn’t be there. 

“He told us each something 
special to do,” Hendricks said. 
As the girls on the softball 

team ran off to join the game 
last Thursday afternoon, 
Martinez stood by the tool shed 
and shook his head sadly. 

“It hurts me to see what’s 
happening,” he said. “This 
could ruin his career.”

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Kevin Eggleston to run for R.C. council seat

The first candidate for two 
seats on the Rancho Cucamonga 
City Council stepped forward a 
week ago Monday. 

Kevin Eggleston, 34, a member 
of the Foothill Fire Protection 
District board since 1983, said 
he will try to win one of the two 
council positions currently held 
by Chuck Buquet and Dick Dahl. 

“As far as the council, | 
decided to run because | feel the 
two council members (Dahl and

Eggleston accused Dahl of 
waffling on density issues and 
Buquet of not being prepared for 
council meetings.

Eggleston mentioned the

The City Council is currently 
doing a five-year review of the 
general plan, focusing on land 
use and traffic circulation. 

“They’ve drug their feet now a 
long time on the general plan,” 
Eggieston said. 

‘“t think what has happened is 
we made a general plan, and it 
looks great on paper, but when 
you see 30 units per acre, you 
say, ‘Oh my God!’ We don’t need 
drastic revisions of the general 
plan, it just needs fine-tuning,” 
Eggleston said. ‘‘It doesn’t seem 
like anybody’s listening.”

Keeping America singing 








and punk rock, there is one 

group in town that goes 
against the tide of the louder-the- 
better philosophy of music. 

“! can’t stand that rock ’n’ roll, 
it’s just a lot of noise,” is aline 
from the lyrics of a tune sung by 
the Country Gentlemen, a barber 
shop quartet based in the Pomona 
Valley. 

The Country Gentlemen will 
perform one day this summer in 
the Concerts in the Park program 
at Chaffey College, sponsored by 
the city of Rancho Cucamaonga 
and the Performing Arts of Rancho 
Cucamonga Council. 

Although the schedule for what 
group plays when has not been 
announced yet, the concerts will 
be held from 6 to 7:30 p.m. starting 


n these days of heavy metal 


July 10 on Thursday nights for 
eight weeks. 


Tom Darby, a Rancho 
Cucamonga man who acts as 
president of the quartet and its 56- 
member chorus, said — not 
surprisingly — the group’s biggest 
fans are senior citizens. 

“They’re the ones who really go 
for our kind of music,” agreed Ken 
Bushman, of Covina, who sings 
baritone with the quartet. 


The full name of the group is the 
Pomona Valley Chapter of the 
Society for the Preservation and 
Encouragement of Barber Shop 
Quartet Singing in America, one of 
780 chapters of the largest 
organized all-male singing 
fraternity in the world today, with 
chapters in the U.S., Canada, and 


overseas. 

Members of the chapter 
travelled to city council meetings 
in the West Valley in April — 
including Rancho Cucamonga — 
to collect plaques recognizing 
Harmony Month and their goal to 
“Keep America Singing,” the 
society’s motto. 

“We sing for anyone, whether 
we get paid or not,” said Harry 
Sundquist, of Chino, the lead 
singer. 

Although one would guess from 
hearing the quartet belt out a few 
tunes that they all have 
professional voice training, that’s 
not the case, Darby said. 

Most of the members said they 
didn’t know a B-flat from a C-note 
until they joined the group, but 
since barber shop quartet singing 





started in 1938, the hobby has 
attracted an increasingly 
professional caliber of singer. 

“Over the years, we’ve gotten a 
lot more professionals,” Darby 
said. 

The structure of barber shop 
quartet music is different than any 
other kind of music. 

‘“‘To make barber shop chords 
fit, you sing differently than the 
exact note you’d have on the 
piano,” Darby said. 

Barbershop harmony is a style 
of unaccompanied vocal music 
characterized by four part chords 
for every melody note. 

The voices are tenor, lead, 
baritone and bass, with the lead 
singer doing the melody, the tenor 
harmonizing above the melody, 
the bass singing the lowest 





harmonizing notes below the 
melody, and the baritone 
completing the chord either above 
or below the melody. 


Barber shop interpretive style 
allows wide liberties in the 
treatment of note values — 
staying within proper musical form 
— and uses changes in tempo and 
volume to more effectively create 
a mood and tell a story artistically, 
according to a fact sheet 
distributed by the society. 


The music was originally written 
for anybody who could sing, and 
singers depended on their ears to 
produce the harmony. Barber shop 
quartet singing was known as 
“woodshedding” in an earlier 
phase of its evolution, and was 
Standard fare at vaudeville shows. 






“Then they started to get more 
talented people involved,” said 
bass singer Roland Richards, of 
Upland. 


“It’s now more refined than 
when it first started.” 


A man named Owen Clifton 
Cash. a deceased Tulsa, Okla. 
attorney, is credited with saving 
barber shop quartet singing from 
extinction by founding the society. 


There are now some women in 
the previously all-male society, 
and the only qualification for 
joining a quartet is ‘to. enjoy 
singing for the entertainment of 
others,” Darby said.

“Some of the buildings are in 
Mmpretty good shape, some of them 
Lre kind of ratty-looking,” Marr, 
said on a recent walk through 

he downtown area. 

He headed a committee which 
has been meeting since last fall 
to discuss improvements to the 
four-block area surrounded by A 
and C streets and First and Third 
avenues. The committee recently 
incorporated as a non-profit 
organization. 

Although some shoppers have 
told him the town center is 
quaint, others have told him it’s 
an eyesore, he said. The 
corporation is determined to 
bring back lost shoppers and to 
interest new residents who may 
not even be aware that the 
downtown area exists, Marr said. 

One of their objectives is 
increased visibility. Marr said 
signs using the kiosk, which sits 
in the middle of the center, as an 
identifying symbol will be put up 
by the San Bernadino Freeway, 
on Euclid Avenue and on Arrow 
Highway. 

But getting the area in shape 
is the most expensive concern. 
Many of the buildings in the 
downtown area were built close 
to the turn of the century, Marr 
said. In addition to normal 
decay, the property owners face 
aconcern peculiar to California 
— earthquakes. 

A bill that is in committee in 
the state legislature would 
require buildings constructed 
before 1933 to be remodeled 
with reinforcement measures, 
said Charles Pilcher, vice 
president of R&R Clayton 
Consultants, Inc. The firm was 
hired in November with $6,000 of 
city funds to help plan the 
revitalization. 

“A lot of the buildings you can 
tell with the brickwork probably 
do not have the reinforcement 
that would be required if the law 
were passed,” Marr said. 

He remodeled his own 
building, which stands on the 
corner of C Street and Second 
Avenue, a few years ago. He put 
anew roof on the 70-year-old 
building, with metal strapping 
for reinforcement.

But his building is unusual for 
the area, he said, and concern is 
growing over buildings that are 
“a little shaky” after the damage 
left in the wake of last year’s 
earthquake in Mexico City, he 
said. 

So the EDC will take about 
$20,000 of the money loaned by 
the city from its federal 
Community Development Block 
Grant funds and inspect and 
catalogue buildings in the four- 
block area and businesses in its 
sphere of influence. That sphere 
extends a few blocks out in all 
directions, including some 
businesses on the west side of 
Euclid Avenue, he said. 

The rest of the money — 
about $30,000 — will be used to 
by certificates of deposit, 
Pilcher said. Those certificates 
will be used as collateral with a 
lending institution, which will 
make the actual loans at a 
reduced rate of interest, he said. 

If the law is passed, the city 
would require the businesses to 
put in earthquake reinforcement 
without the financial help, Marr 
said. 

“Rather than a threat, it’s kind 
of like a carrot,” he said. “It’s an 
incentive for the property 
ownwers not to wait until they’re 
threatened to do it.” 


“We would encourage 
property owners when doing the 
seismic rennovations, at the 
same time they’d paint, clean up 
their buildings and make them 
more attractive,” he said. 


Marr said the EDC does not 
want to make the new facades to 
the stores follow any particular 
theme. Instead, he said, the 
buildings would each keep their 
individual style. 


He noted that the program will 
be strictly volunteer. 


“None of our programs are 
going to be forced on anyone,” 
he said, adding that he and 
members of the Clayton firm will 
hold an open house next month 
to discuss the propositions with 
the interested owners of the 149 
businesses in the area.

HOLLYWOOD W— Director 
Brian De Palma isn’t exactly 
renowned for chuckle-a-minute 
movies, but it really isn’t shock- 
ing that he should take on a 
comedy, as he apparently has 
done with ‘“‘Wise Guys.”

It’s the nature of their 
business. In ‘“‘Wise Guys” a h=lk 
named Captain Lou Albano, iden- 
tified as a former champion, 
body slams that theory into sub- 
mission.

Other jewelers said gold posts 
were also very popular. 

“It’s just a fad,” Morris said of 
the ear piercing. 

One out of 50 to 75 ear-pierce 
patrons are male, said Mark 
Anaya, owner of Jeweler’s 
Design in Upland. 

Teen-agers accompanied by 
parents and men in their young 
20s account for the largest 
number of patrons, said Dorothy 
Bennett, manager at Cooper's 
Jewelery and Handbag in the 
Montclair Plaza. Occasionally an 
older man in his 30s or 40s will 
venture in, she said.
